o'clock In the afternoon caused four 
deaths and destroyed property valued 
at approximately $1.000,000. It prac-

street of the town, 


which was built mostly of wood. 


Xot more than half of tho loss Is 


covered by insurance, for the reason 
that tho Insurance companies have re- 
fused to carry r.ny greater risk on ac- 
count of the Inflammable material of 
which all the buildings in Aberdeen 
arc constructed. 


Fire Gains Headway. 


Every buslnos man In the city Is n 


loser cither by fire, water, removal 
breakage, or loss by theft. Not an- 
ticipating that the flames could get 
beyond the fire department's control 
many waited until the flrc was close 
upon them before starting to move 
out. 
Tho streets were soon littered 


with nil kinds of material and the rush 
and hasto of teams nnd people In 
every direction caused great confu- 
sion. 


Tho fire started In the old Mack 


building In Hume street, owned by 
Oscar Crane, which had been regarded 
as a fire trap and dangerously con- 
structed building.
